As a service to home- 
owners havlffig ornamental 
pools or other small bodies 
of water on their property, 
the Los Angeles County De¬ 
partment of Arboreta and 
Botanic Gardens is making 
available a .small fish that 
eats mosquito larvae. 

Along about this time each 
year, mosquitos begin to 
breed In just about any body 
of fresh water. Chemical 
control often has an arverse 
effect on other life in the 
water, both plant and ani¬ 
mal. The best control is pro¬ 
vided by one-inch long mos¬ 
quito fish (Gambusia affi- 
nis) whose natural food arc 
the mosquito larvae. 

The mosquito fish are 
grown In a pond at the De¬ 
partment’s facility in Arca¬ 
dia. the Los Angeles State 
and County Arbo return, 
where they arc collected and 
held in an aquarium in the 
Arboretum’s inform a t i o n 
center. Homeowners In need 
of mosquito fish, which are 
in nn way ornamental, can 
obtain them there if they 
bring a cxwitanier such as a 
wide - mouthed jar. Since 
supply is occasionally de 
pleted. it is advisable to call 
446-8251, extension 44, to 
verify that fish are avail¬ 
able. There is no charge.

Speaking 

‘No Priority for Schools’ 

Public schools in Caiifornia wouid not have first call 
on state funds in the event that local revenues for schools 
were to decline substantially, according to an opinion 
issued April 19 toy the Legislative Counsel of California. 

Responding to a question posed by Assemblyman 
Floyd Mori, the legislative counsel noted that the Cali¬ 
fornia Constitution requires that the public school system 
and public institutions of higher education be funded 
first if there is a decline in anticipated state revenues. 
However, the constitution . does not require that 

public schools ... be funded before other governmental 
functions if there is a decline in local revenues.” 

City Budgeting Breakthru 

Legislation requiring all California cities to estab¬ 
lish uniform budgeting and accounting procedures and 
to give public notice of all budget hearings cleared its 
first legislative hurdle May 1 when it was approved un¬ 
animously by the state Senate’s Local Government Com¬ 
mittee. 

The action marks the first time in recent memory 
that such legislation hais won the approval of any stand¬ 
ing legislative committee. 

The Cal-Tax-supported bill, SB 1867 (Marks), would 
impose on municipalities the samekinds of budgeting re¬ 
quirements under which California counties have oper¬ 
ated for several decades. 

$25-Billion Taxes! 

In view of the forthcoming campaign involving the 
Jarvis Initiative (Proposition 13) and the eirgument over 
how much money is raised through taxes at the state 
and local level, I want to provide some recent informa¬ 
tics for your use and reference. 

There are some who have claimed that the state 
and local tax load in California is at the level of $40- 
blllion. However, as you will see in the following table 
the ac.ual amount of taxation, as contrasted to budgets 
for combined state and local governments, is closer to 
$25 billion. 

While at first glance these figures may seem to be 
comparing apples and oranges because th^ involve two 
separate fiscal years, a reasonable figure can be reached. 

Actual taxes: 

1. Major state (76-77) .. $12,500,000,000 

2. City (Estimated 77-78) ... 1,282,000,000 

a County (Est. 77-78) ___ 2,694,000,000 

4. Miscellaneous slate (76-77) ... 27,000,000 

5. Special district (Est. 77-78) ... 984,000,000

Unique among the sporting 
events in Sierra Madre dur¬ 
ing the early years were tlie 
Mt. Wilson Trail races, held 
during April or May. The 
course was from Sierra Ma¬ 
dre to Mt. Wilson over the 
old trail, a distance of seven 
arid a half miles. Usually a 
score of the best athletes on 
Ihe Pacific Coast entered, 
arid the events proved high¬ 
ly exciting. The idea of the 
race originated with Charles 
J. Fox, then a residont of 
Sierra Madre. His father. 
Richard K. Fox, was publish¬ 
er of the Police Gazette and 
offered a beautifi'il gold 
medal valued at $100 to the 
athlete who could win the 
race three times. The first 
race in 1908 was wen by 
Joseph B. King of the Irish- 
American Club of San Fran¬ 
cisco. He made the ascent in 
one hoim, 25 minutes and .30 
.second which was considered 
remarkable time However,

Coming home from work 
OiTie day several weeks ago 
my wife, Marty, and I were 
greeted with unusually ex¬ 
cited yips from our ten 
month old puppy. Leaping 
along the fence of his yard 
he loudly complained of a 
“monster” just four feet be¬ 
yond his puppy reach. 

Marty spied the “monster” 
... a dead bird just below 
our pine tiw. Expwting to 
find a mocking bird or a 
sparrow I was amazed to see 
a giant bird on its back, feet 
up and quite dead. Close in¬ 
spection revealed what I 
aiever expected to find in our 
baok yard; an expired hawk! 

The questions in our minds 
were, "What kind of hawk 
is it?", and “How did it die?” 
Its cause of death Is a mys¬ 
tery, for there seems to be 
no evidence of fowl play (if 
you’ll pardon the slight pun). 
Possibly it died of old age, 
for it looked like a mature 
bird. Or perhaps during the 
thunderstorms of a few days 
earlier this uivforunate bird 
got blown into our pine tree, 
never to recover from its 
internal injuries. Maybe poi¬ 
son played a wicked part, 
what with the sometimes ex¬ 
cessive use of herbicides and 
insecticides, now a d a y s! 
Whatever the cause, this 
poor hawk had performed his 
last duties as an important 
bird predator. 

Finally, as to its myster¬ 
ious identity, my manual on 
western birds wasn’t a s 
much help as I had hoped. 
You see, because of its size 
of 14 inches, this hawk falls 
right in the crack ... be¬ 
tween a Cooper’s and a 
shaiT)-shinned hawk. Accord¬ 
ing to my manual, asharp-

shinned hawk’s size is 10-14 
inches: a Cooper’s hawk is 
14-20 inc^hes. What makes its 
identification perplexing is 
that all markings of the two 
birds are seemingly identi¬ 
cal. All, save the tail. Eveor- 
tually, because my bird’s 
tail was rounded, not not¬ 
ched, I was able to identify 
it as a Cooper’s hawk. 

Being a naturalist is ver- 
talnly like being a super- 
slueth: one has to put the 
many clues together to ar¬ 
rive at an answer . . . and 
even than an answer may 
not be forthcoming. 

In any event, the hawk is 
resting peacefully in our 
freezer, to my wife’s cha¬ 
grin, as I wait for a permit 
from the Fish and Game 
Dept to have the bird 
mounted. As a teacher of the 
natural sciences, I’m sure the 
kids will be excited to see it 
as I am to tell them about 
it:
